organic m atter in the soil it slowly de­ 
composes it, forming new combinations 
and fredh food. 
Lime will always be found to act most 
promptly and efficiently when applied In 
connection with a good coat of barnyard 
manare. Considerable diversity of opin­ 
ion prevails as to the best mode of apply­ 
ing it. Many are of the opinion that it is 
best to put it on plowed ground and work 
it in with a harrow or cultivator; some 
maintain that it should be plowed under; 
whilst others hold to the opinion'that it 
should be applied as a top dressing to 
green erDps. But this is perhaps only a 
matter of opinion. There is danger, how­ 
ever, of its getting in too deep. In work­ 
ing the ground the finer particles of lime 
Will penetrate to a greater depth than is 
generally supposed. The quantity to be 
applied varies according to circumstances 
from i50 to 150 bushels, to the acre, 
. 
As (stated above, poor soils containing 
little lor no vegetable matter, will bear 
less than ground of better quality and 
Ticherin organic'mattcr. 
An opinion prevails to some extent 
that with an abundance of barnyard ma­ 
nure, lime is wholly unnecessary and un­ 
desirable. This is a mistake. It is an 
established fact that land well limed and 
lightly manured will produce much bet­ 
ter and plumper grain, and harder and 
firmer straw, than land not limed but 
ever so well manured. True, land not 
limed but well manured frequently pro­ 
duces very luxuriant crops of grass and 
grain, but so soft and yielding in the 
straw that it fails to stand the “pressui e." 
Consequently the seed is generally vjery 
imperfect and inferior.’ 
Lime has done much for our county. 
No longer can it with any show of truth 
be reproachfully called “ the buchivheat 
county.” No lofiger do we hear it said 
that certain birds eanry knapsacks while 
sojourning in our midst.

To this end 
various substances known as fertilizers 
are used. The most common of these are 
lime, barnyard manure, green manure— 
th at Is, the plowing under of green crops, 
such as clover, oats and buckwheat—gu­ 
ano, phosphate, bone-dust and plaster or 
gupsum, but on most soUs lime is un­ 
doubtedly the m jsi efficient and lasting. 
It must be borne in mind, however, that 
lime of itself will not give fertility to the 
soil. The materials upon which it can 
act must be present, or its greatest effect 
will be lost. Whoever expects to harvest 
large crops immediately after the appli­ 
cation of lime to poor land will surely be 
disappointed. There must be organic, 
matter in the soil, either as decomposing 
manure or as vegetable mold, upon which 
it cán operate.

Lime brings into play the constituents 
of the soil, and enables the plantío-feed 
on them rwhile, as a salt, it formsthe food 
of plants; yet its greatest effect is upon 
the different parts of the soil Itself. The 
richer this may be tbe better will prove 
the effect of the lim e; the poorer the soil, 
the slower and worse the “effect. It Is 
owing to this cause that Jime has been 
condemned in many eases, it having been 
put on poor soils, where there Was noth­ 
ing for it to operate upon.

I gave no authority for the use of my 
name at the Hagerstown meeting, and 
am sorry to say ttiat I differ very widely 
from many of Tho distinguished gentle­ 
men announced to speak on that occasion. 
As, I am d¿ily placed in a false position 
in the meetings which nrc being held in 
this State, and am appealed to in many 
quarters by persons desirous of knowing 
my present political status, I will avail 
ni wlelf of this occasion to say that the 
opinions expressed by me in my annual 
/message to the Legislature in January 
last, and which received the endorsement 
►of the popular branch of that body, have 
undergone no change. It may lie proper, 
however, that I should be a little more 
explicit. 
I am for keeping th e control of the 
Government in the hands of loyal men 
exclusively, now and at all times. 
I am for the reconstruction of the Union 
by admitting the revolted States to rep­ 
resentation in Congress, provided they 
elect men of undoubted loyalty prepared 
to take the oath required by that body. 
The masses of the Southern people I am 
prepared to trust, because I believe they 
have been deceived by ambitious and de­ 
signing lenders. W ith Congress will rest 
the power to protect itself and the coun­ 
try against disloyal candidates seeking, 
admission into our National Councils. 
I am for maintaining the Integrity of 
the Unconditional Union party¿ahioh 
sustained the Government in Its efforts 
to put down #iis rebellion, and am for 
adjusting ouy domestic differences within 
our own' lines. I am utterly opposed to 
universal negro suffrage and the extreme 
radicalism of certain men in Congress 
and in our own State, who have l>een 
striving to shape the platform of tho 
Union party In the interests of negro 
suffrage. 
I look upon negro suffrage and tho re­ 
cognition of the power in Congress to 
control suffrage within the States'os the 
virtual subordination of the white race to 
..the ultimnte control and domination of 
ithe negro in the State of Maryland; and 
in view of the action of certain extreme

—the enlarged Freedmen’s Bureau bill— 
the Civil ltights bill,-and, finally, the 
Beeonstruetion scheme of the Committee 
of Fifteen. I consider the issue upon this 
.subject of negro suffrage as well made in 
the’fall elections, and the most important 
that lias ever been brought to the atten­ 
tion of the people of the State of Mary­ 
land. 
I deny that the admission of the revolt­ 
ed States, by loynl representatives, sub­ 
jects tlnrreconstructlon plan of the Pres­ 
ident to the charge that no guarantee has 
been secured for the future. The States 
asking admission have, by a Constitu­ 
tional amendment, granted universal free­ 
dom to the negro, and they have further 
guaranteed, in another form, a repudia­ 
tion of the debts incurred by them In the 
rebellion. These guarantees I deem as 
securing for the present all that can be 
reasonably asked. 
In these views I believe I am sustained 
by ttie almost united voice of President 
Johnson’s Cabinet, comprising many 
prominent Republicans who liave been 
the friends of both Presidents Lincoln 
and Johnson. 
I look upon the war now being waged 
upon President Johnson as ungeuerous, 
unwise and uncalled for, and I believe 
that its longer continuance will greatly 
embarrass the national prosperity, by 
keeping-alive a state of uncertainty and 
distrust in tho pnblic mind, both Nortli 
and .South, certain to eventuate In finan­ 
cial trouble—affeefhjg the tide of immi­ 
gration now flowing m upon us—the do­ 
mestic commerce between the States— 
and exercising a mostydcstructive and 
paralyzing influence geSFs^Hy upon all 
the great Interests of the count».

in the Senate, to secure the passage of s 
general railroad law, my position on that 
question is not understood, I fear that 
nothing I may now say will more folly 
demonstrate it.

I have been, am now, and will contin­ 
ue to be in favor of a general, free railroad 
system for ttiis State, similar to that of 
tue States of Ohio and New Y ork; believ­ 
ing that capital should ever bo permitted, 
under proper restraints, for the protection 
of private property and the rlghts of Indi­ 
viduáis. to develop any and every section, 
of this State without hindrance. 
Until the people of this Commonwealth 
establish the system, many of the richest 
and fairest portions thereof will, for half 
a century to como, lie deprived of those 
means of development aud inter-commu? 
nicntion to which at all times they ate 
entitled, and without which their stones 
of iron, of coal, of lumber, aud of oil, will 
be useless ond unprofitable,Jiot alone to 
theirownera, but as well also to the whole 
f 
ieople who are unquestionably most deep- 
y interested in their prompt develop­ 
ment and production.
